ETHIOPIAN WOMEN. 


Germany produces more game than any 


Mher country in proportion to its area, 
there is a profitable trade in it, and tbe 
markets of France are largely supplied 
Jroni thl* source. This abundance is not 
aiused by any unusually favorable condi- 
tions of soil or of climate, but by wise leg- 
islation, which does not sacrifice the gen- 
eral interests to the pleasure of a few. 


The German law regards game as one of 


the useful products of the soil, as property 
which cannot be appropriated without the 
commission of theft, at least if tl:i- right 
to hunt has not been obtained through the 
proper channels. TWs right can be ext-r- 
cl$e4 only aa a result of holding a certain 
amount of land eitlapr by lease or through 
ownership, about 150 hectares for each 
tenant. Below that amount all the hold- 
ings are joined together and rented by the 
oomuvpnity for iw own profit, the proceeds 
being divided among the several propri- 
rtors in proportion to their holdings. If 
tbe land altogether is not enough to make 
one parcel of 150 hectares, adjoining com- 
munities can make a pool. 


That is tbe foundation of the system. It 


Is absolutely equitable. 
Nobody con hunt 


for his own pleasure or profit exclusively, 
but nobody's property rights are infringed. 
Each portion gets a profit from that which 
belongs to him. The small farmer is not, 
as in France, at the mercy of the great 
landed proprietor or of the poacher, and 
'the farmer does' not have to see his fields 
trampled by tbe hunters, as in France, 
where the land holdings are too small for 
the establishment of preserves. 


The legal consequences of this state of 


things are- that tbe taking of game with- 
out the Tight to do so duly obtained is re- 
garded as theft. ' Tbe owner of ,tbe land 
cannot take back with one. hand what be 
Imi disposed of with the other. He cannot 
bunt on -his own -land, -having sold the 
right faKdo so. v_,'

Gaiae.fei placed under legal "protection. 


There-is a peijod in wiicb, iiuiting Is 
forbidden entirely, another in which 
only ceriaiHtinds of gam6 may be taken 
or only the males. These periods arc gen- 
erally fixed by law, with modifications in 
various -provinces. From March 1 to the 
.end of Junejt is illegal to kill stags and 
the" young male fawns; from Feb. 1 to 
Oct. 15," to Kill the does. Partridges may 
not be shot between Dec. 1 and Jibe .end of 
August. This protection is extended to 
all kinds of game—to hares, pheasants, 
and even to biro's of passage, which it is 
against the law to kill in the breeding 
season. All huntsmen at all times are for- 
bidden to use nets, traps or snares. This 
•prohibition also exists in France. But if 
the terms of the law are severe its execu- 
tion is not. 
Years ago a law was intro- 


duced into the French senate founded on 
the German legislation, but there has been 
no discussion of it lately. 


The Germans have stopped the nocturnal 


exploits of the poachers without the aid of 
the law in this way: There grows in that 
country a certain kind of forage shrub 
with which they have planted all their 
hunting grounds. This plant, precious on 
many accounts, Is unfortunately little 
known in franco. Its botanical name 
is Lathyrus silvestris wagneri. It flour- 
ishes where the soil is very meager and 
where in rummer drought spreads desqla- 
tion and death among other plants. This 
shrub, of very high and thick growth, 
forms a mass impenetrable by birds of 
prey. Beneath it the game birds enjoy the 
additional advantage of finding its seeds, 
which they are very fond of and which 
keep them fat. Their flesh also acquires 
a succulence and flavor therefrom alto- 
gether unique and adjudged absolutely 
perfect by epicures. No other plant com- 
bines these valuable qualities in such a 
measure for the protection oi game. It is 
impossible for poachers to spread nets in a 
plantation of lathyrus. 


In his botanical :fleld work in 1362 the 


famous agricultural writer, Wagner, ob- 
served tbe latbyrus growing in a soil 
where limestone and silicious formations 
predominated. 
Tho vegetation of tbe 


neighborhood was dry, tbo trees and 
shrubs bore only scant .foliage,-but the 
latbyrua was growing luxuriantly. This 
phenomenon at once attracted the atten- 
tion of a keen observer like Wagner, and 
he devoted himself to studying this won- 
derful shrub, which was so completely in- 
different to the severest conditions of 
drought. 
Be .planted its seed on his 


grounds, Improved and perfected it, and 
since that time the lathyrus • bus become 
almost a national plant in .Germany. It 
flourishes without fertilisers in'.this arid 
soil. Its TOdtB<fitr,ike.down several yards 
into the lo^tT.strata, where they seize the 
chlorine aw .potassium compounds and 
phosphate acid they find there. The foli- 
age is shown by analysis to contain 30 per 
cent of proteid matter, while tbe best 
lucern grass shows only 16 per cent. The 
plant Is eaten with avidity by horses, pigs, 
sheep and all domestic .animals. 


The German law has token great pre- 


cautions to exterminate poaching by strik- 
ing at its root—that is, at the poacher's 
profit in selling his booty. Game Is not 
allowed to be shipped by railroad, by the 
express department of the postal service, 
or by any public conveyance, or to be.sold 
either from door to door at private houses, 
or in shops, unless it is accompanied by a 
certificate as to where it came from, which 
must be signed by tbo landowner or lessee 
of the hunting district. It is easy to see 
how difficult tbe business of poaching is 
in Germany. It is humiliating, it is 
dangerous, and, thanks to the numerous 
plantations qf lathyrus, it is unprofitable. 
So it is that this nursery of smugglers, 
•idlers, -tbievee, and assassins does not ex- 
ist among our neighbors. Furthermore, 
everybody Is satisfied, especially tho farm- 
ers, who do not havo to stand by, i\a they 
do in France, and see the hunters, known 
and unknown alike, trumping ovor their 
fields, over their outs and bnckwuc«i/, and 
crushing their beets under foot.—Paris 
Figaro.

The greatest d«iuag« has 
been suffered from the invasion t>f the 
scale insect in different forms, which at 
one time multiplied enormously. These 
Insects were eventually routed and de- 
*rroyed by the propagation of the ladybird. 
The two chief products of the island are 
sugar and coffee, and tbe cultivation of 
fruit is rapidly on the increase. All these 
Industrie;) have been continually threat- 
ened with destruction from imported in- 
sect f. 
Coffee plants were introducx-d into 


thr islands iu Itiiio. In 1850 the blight 
was imported, and in Ib5i5 the cultivation 
bad to be abandoned, to be recommenced 
after the ladybirds had got to work on the 
scale insects.

On the same 
sland, on another occasion, Mr. Perkins 
saw the fruit trees, especially orange and 
lime, In n beautiful garden, In a most de- 
plorable condition from the attacks of 
iphides and scale. Very few ladybirds 
could be found after a careful search. The 
ownex was for spraying the trees, but it 
was decided to wait :ind give tbe imported 
beetles-ft chance. In a few weeks they 
were swarming, and six months after the 
infested trees were all in perfect condition, 
Full of fruit and flower. 


Mr. Perkins also relates how a destruc- 


tive beetle which had been accidentally in- 
troduced from Japan speedily multiplied 
prodigiously and destroyed nearly every 
rose tree in Honolulu, subsequently at- 
tacking tbe foliage of many other trees. 
The cultivation of roses, once a feature of 
the city, became impossible, and a remedy 
seemed hopeless. 
One day a parasitic 


fungus was discovered, which by cultiva- 
tion and the infection by it of healthy 
beetles was soon, spread far and wide. 
The ground undwr trees which were at- 
tacked by tho beetle soon became literally 
strewn with dead beetles, nil killed by the 
fungus. Beneath the surface of the soil 'the 


likewise had perished, and now the 


natives are busy again at pruning and 
training their rosebushes.—Pittsburg Dis- 
patch.

4- few Words About Lines, Hooks, Reels, 


Floats and Sinkera. 


Lines should be sound and strong, but 


not too heavy for the rod. Twisted lines 
are more easily found of good quality, but 
braided lines kink less. Twenty yards are 
quite enough for any fishing of the kind 
we are considering and half as much 
would usually suffice. 


Hooks should be of the best quality to 


be had. Good hooks are still practically 
all made in England. Shapes which have 
received names are many, and most of 
them have advantages for particular kinds 
of fishing. Among the best are O'Shaugh- 
nessy, Limerick, Sneckbend, Aberdeen 
and Sproat. 
The last named, wo think, 


will meet more kinds of need than any 
other oue. As to size, it should be remem- 
bered that tbe hook is to fit the bait, not 
the fish's jnouth; a very small fish can 
take any ordinary hook. 


A reel is not 'so absolutely necessary as 


the rod, line and hook, but it is n prime 
convenience. 
A well made siqglo click 


reel is better than any multiplier, except 
for the one matter of making long casts 
from tho jreel, which a beginner is «ot liko- 
ly.to do. 


For fly casting, a leader or casting line 


of gut between the fly and the main line 
is necessary to making a light cast, 
but for ordinary bait fishing the gut snells, 
which are nowadays so generally attached 
to hook, are bottom line enough. If, how- 
ever, you can get some white, gray or 
cream colored hairs from tho toil of a 
young stallion, you can make bottom lines 
or leaders for light fishing without ex- 
pense. 


A gaudy float is pretty sure to form parl 


of _the firgt angling outfit, and it is useful 
to keep the bait out of the weeds and to 
notify the inexperienced angler that a fish 
is .biting. Choose ono thtit is slender in 
shape and nqt largo. A dry stick makes 
a gpod enough extemporaneous float, and 
if fish are shy may be better than a more 
showy one.

To Restore Silk, 


Silk is worn so freojiontljr now tha 


some simple means of renovating it ma; 
be of service. 
Faded silks should b 


sponged carefully with warm water and 
soap, and then rubbed dry with a cloth 
spreading them upon some fiat surface, a 
a table or board, during the operation. 
When dry, iron on the wrong side, taking 
care that tho' iron is not hot enough to 
singe. Black silks that are looking shabby 
may be renovated by sponging them with 
spirits and then ironing On the right side, 
with "a thin sheet of tissue paper to protect 
the material. 
Cnndlo or grease stains 


upon black silks can be removed by hoat- 
ing n knife in the flame of a candle, lay- 
ing a sheet of blotting paper over the 
stains and tlion applying the hot knife to 
that part of the pnpcr that covers them. 
The grease will thus be absorbed into tho 
blotting paper. For large marks use u hot 
Iron. 
When by mishap the co«or has been 


taken out of silk by aoid, it pan frequently 
bo restored by tho application-of Kartshorii 
or eul volatile.

Ho was in tho habit 
of writing In bed, and on ono occasion, 
while thus engaged, a trio that he had iil- 
moht finished dropped from his hand mid 
slipped under the bed. 


Tho sheet was too far away for him to 


each it, And to get up and reach under 
he bed for it was out of tho question. 
There was only one other thing to be done, 
and Rossini did it. He wrote another trio. 


Rossini's characteristics were so well 
nown that sometimes strong measures 


wore taken to secure a composition. Tho 
iverturo to "LnGazza Ladru" was procur- 
ed in a peculiar manner. On the day of the 
Irst performance the manager got hold of 
rtossini and confined him in 'tho upper 
oft of La Scaln, under guard of four scuuu

The fire was first discovered about G 


o'clock on the ground floor of the big 
building, which occupies a city block. 
While the alarm was being ^oundcd fhe 
flumes Juid crept up a chute all the way 
to the third floor, and by the time the 
firemen arrived the entire building was 
a mass of flames and doomed. The at- 
tention of the fire department was turned 
tu_ rescuing the people who were banging 
from the windows or who were lying on 
the sidewalks helpless and to saving ad- 
joiuinjj property. 


The building was four stories high, 


and nthere were over 100 employees in 
the place at i.he time. Many of these 
leaped from the windows and made their 
escape. 
. 
Many JTvmxt From 'Window*. 


It is said that at least two score of 


people dropped before the firemen arriv- 
ed. When they came, many were hang- 
ing from the upper windows. 


August Benedict, a cooper, was hang- 


ing out of one of the windows with ull.of 
his clothing aflame. He held on "to the 
ledge while the ladder v. as beinjr run up 
to him. He was so badly biunvd when 
he was taken flown that he died half an 
hour afterward. 


John M. Lockwood haS his thest crush- 


ed by a falling timber and died in th 
Eastern District hospital about 11 o'clock 
last night. The unknown man wan tak- 
en from the burned building; late last 
night, and the body was so badly charred 
that identification was impossible. 


The following injured arc in the Nor- 


wegian hospital: Johu XI. Lockwood, Jr., 
24 years of age. son of the dead man, 
chest crushed and body burned; George 
Heading, 25 years old. broken ankle and 
numerous contusions; John Ddnifia, an 
Italian boy. 15 years of age; Frank Co- 
coma, 14 years old; James Hiizelton, 34 
years old. and August Smith, who disap- 
peared from the sceue. He was not se- 
riously injured. 


Firemen Joseph Fee and George D. 


Schenau were also severely injured. 


The police estimate the !os>3 at .$75,000 


as the lowest figure, and other estimate.-, 
run the damage as high as $250,000.

ABO aod Xow. 


It is a very curious question, especially 


if tbo question include thu first animal.* 
created as well us tho first men, whether 
theru be any difference between sight, 
hearing and smell in those eurly days und 
at the present time. 


Smell was oi^e of the most important 


senses then, for is arousc-d appetite, en- 
abled the nniiuals to seek and find their 
mates and to track their prey, and it gave 
them vcarnSng of a foe's approach or pres- 
ence. 
With man now it is of only third 


rate or fourth rate importance. 


The or gun of smell among some of the 


first creatures was not near tbe end Of the 
snout or nose, but near the bruin, and was 
well padded or cushioned with fat and pro- 
tected by a tender skin or by scales over- 
lapping each other. 


But it, was not more keen or more deli- 


cate then than it is now, especially in our 
hunting dogs. 
Cats, too—and these are 


among the inter nnimals—have this sense 
in great perfection. 
A cut 1ms what ii 


called tho homing instinct, and if carried 
away from homo in tbe dark it can return 
by precisely the same rood. It is said that 
this is because every field, ditch, village 
or house leaves its own odor in just the 
right order on the cut's brain, like a suc- 
cession of pictures, and the animal smells 
its way back as"we would see ours. 


The organ of smell seems to oommnnl- i 


cate with the memory, for the scent of a 
flower will sometimes bring b$ck to'a 
grown man the scene associated with it in 
bis childhood, and a thousand other sub- 
tle thoughts and feelings, so that .be eeeius 
literally carried back into his past.life. / 


The first creatures knew nothing of fra- 


grance. Tho sweet smelling flowers were 
not then in existence. 
Besides, their 


brains were too small to enjoy the delicate 
pleasures of sweet odors. 


Hearing was comparatively poor with 


the first nnimals, for often an external ear 
was lucking. The outside ear not only 
protects the delicate nerves within, like a 
hood, but also gathers or collects sounds. 
A man of defective hearing instinctively 
puts his hand behind his ear for this pur- 
pose. Birds that have no external ear can 
siisily be surprised by night and taken, 
while their acute vision shows them every 
movement by day. 


The savage races had littleidea of music 


They liked noises as" children like drums 
and horns. The savages on the Midway 
plaisance had great delight in their native 
music, which was discord to our oars. 
It 


required larger brains and finer training 
to have the full delight iu inolody and har- 
mony that our musicians possess now. 


The eye, nlso, "in the gigantic creatures of 


early periods was sometimes rudimentary, 
though, again, it wag of largo size and pro- 
tected by a ring of bony plates instead of 
tho lovely silken eyelashes that protect and 
adorn tho hninnn eye now. In some of 
those lizardlike auiiuals that burrowed iu 
the muil thero were three pairs of eyelids, 
one of them transparent, so that the ani- 
mal might sco through it closed. 


It is suid that early writers, like Homer, 


ppcak of very few colors, chiefly red, or 
"imrple," as they called it then. 


JSnjuyiueut of beauty, of graceful curves 


and lilies and proportion, or of harmonious 
and varied colors und their dcliunfcc tints 
belongs to a later state of cultivation, a 
more developed brain, than moss of the 
early races knew.—E. F- Mosby in Phila- 
delphia Tames.

The sultan was master of mayy coun- 


tries, unions; which were Persia and much 
of India. He collected an enormous army, 
but in case of failure ho had 1:0 other re- 
sruits to fall Ixick upon. 
Genghis, with 


bis overpowering troops, rushed on all 
parts of Khuarezm at once. 
They swept 


from city to city, leaving nothing behind 
them but ashes and ruins. 
The sultan's 


armies were almost always defeated. 
Mu- 


hammad, driven from ono extremity tc 
another, escaped to an island in the Cus- 
pian SKI, where he died in sickness and 
despair, leaving what remained of his em- 
pire to his sou Jalaluddin. 
.Talaluddin 


was brave, and courageous, and did all 
that man could do to avenge his father's 
death nnd to prop up his tottering throne. 
Hemmed in by the loss of city after city, 
he was at last driven to the banks of tho 
Indus. Here was fought a desperate bat- 
tle. The Tartars, led by Genghis Khan in 
person (whom little Casan always follow- 
ed), 
feu- outnumbered the Turks. 
The 


mighty army of the sultan hud been re- 
duced to a few hundred men, who fought 
with undaunted courage till forced to Cee. 


Jalaluddiu, knowing that all was lost, 


; stripped himself of his armor, throw away 
all his arms save his bow, quiver and 
sword, and mounting a fresh 
horse 


plunged into the river 20 feet below. "With 
admiring gaze Genghis and Casan stood 
watching the fearless horseman. 


In the middle of tho stream be turned 


and emptied his quiver in defiance of his 
enouiy, and soon after was seen to mount 
the opposite bank. He passed the ni^ht 
in a tree to keep clear of tbo wild beasts. 
Genghis sent men to pursue him, but he 
escaped to Delhi. lie managed to recruit 
a few soldiers from the beaten Turks, but 
his spirit WAS broken. He could not en- 


| dure exile, and after many misfortunes ho 


returned to his own country and died in 
obscurity. 
More than sis ccuturius havo 


passed8 a way, and still the ravages of tho 
great Khuarezin war have not been entire- 
ly repaired.

HAZING AT HARVARD. 


Tornado In Ncbrn«ku.

Za and Out of the Regular Army All In 


Ton I»ay«—H* Played the Popular Game 
of Feigned Suicide and Took PoftteMlon 
of tbe Chief Officer1! Quarters. 


The medical department is regarded as 


fair game by the enlisted man in the army 


j thero is a fixed penalty for the military 
j crime of ui&liugering—a word, by the 


way, that is now conversationally obsolete 
in the services and hardly e,'er employed j 
except in written official reports—''beating 
the sick list" being the modern fashion 
of referring, by both officers and men, to 
the crafty work of the malignerer. It Is 
not often that tho malignerer is brought 
to book, however, owing to the extreme 
difficulty usually encountered by the sur- 
geons in proving an absolutely clear case 
against him. To establish a case agttinsc 
u lualignerer is generally a job of such 
proportions that faw military surgeons 
havo the heart to attempt it. 


It is not alono for the purpose of escap- 


ing duty that the enlisted men of th« two 
services endeavor to deceive the medical 
departments. They quite often attempt to 
get out of tho service upon tbo surgeon's 
recommendation. 


The feigning of insanity has often bwn 


successful within recent years in cases of 
men who wanted to doff their uniforms 
•without deserting or buying their dis- 
charges. There was an extraordinary case 
of this sort at one of tbe western recruit- 
ing stations in 1891. 
In a large batch of

dier, turning to the commanding officer j 
with a beatific smile and going 0:1 with i 
his playing. "Don't interrupt me until I 
finish this grazioso movement; thou I'll 
boat your service, mo man—ah!" And 
ho finished his performance with a mellow 
chord and wheeled around on the stool to 
face the commanding officer, who was on 
tho verge of apoplexy.
